To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Joint  Committee  for  the 
United  Districts  of  South-West  Cheshire. 

i  Gentlemen, 

I  ha.ve  pleasure  In  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary 
'  Circumstances  of  the  Rural  Districts  of  Chester  and  Tarvin  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1941.  For  reasons  of  security,  figures 
i  for  population  have  been  omitted  from  the  published  report,  in 
^  accordance  with  instructions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  Vital  Statistics  indicate  a  favourable  state  of  affairs 
regarding  the  Health  of  the  Districts.  Infectious  Diseases  maintain 
a  reasonable  low  level  during  the  second  full  year  of  war  time 
conditions . 

Immunisation  of  children  against  Diphtheria  progresses  satis¬ 
factorily;  public  Interest  is  undoubtedly  stimulated  and  maintained 
by  wireless  publicity  and  Government  encouragement.  It  was  a  record 
year  for  Immunisation  in  both  Chester  and  Tarvin  Rural  Districts  since 
the  scheme  was  started.  In  Chester  Rural  District  a  total  of  629 
children  were  immunised,  v/hile  in  Tarvin  Rural  District  a  total  of 
1,037  were  protected  by  inoculation  during  1941.  This  gives  a  grand 
total  of  924  children  (about  30^  of  the  child  population)  in  Chester 
Rural  District  who  have  been  immunised  since  the  scheme  started  in 
January  1939.  For  Tarvin  Rural  District  the  grand  total  is  1,926 
children  (about  505^)  immunised  since  the  introduction  of  inoculation. 

It  is  necessary  for  at  least  75^  of  the  child  population  to  be  immunised 
to  effect  a  radical  reduction  in  the  incidence  of  this  Disease. 

There  was  much  activity  in  the  Evacuation  of  children  from 
vulnerable  areas  during  the  year,  especially  in  Tarvin  Rural  District, 
•where  two  large  scale  movements  ‘book  place,  namely  in  January  and  May. 

A  total  of  3,610  children  were  received  into  the  Tarvin  area  on  these 
two  occasions.  This  was  reflected  in  the  Increased  activities  of  the 
Sick  Bay  at  Dodleston  Home  in  the  Chester  Rural  District  during  the 
same  period,  where  the  majority  of  patients  were  evacuees  from  the 
Tarvin  area. 

The  Casualty  Services  of  the  Civil  Defence  organisation  have  been 
maintained  in  a  state  of  efficioncy  and  preparedness.  Many  organised 
lectures  and  exercises  were  held  during  the  year,  which  stimulated  the 
interest  of  the  personnel  and  kept  the  services  at  a  high  level. 

I  thank  the  Members  and  Officials  of  both  District  Councils  for 
their  assistance  during  the  period  under  review.

IJOTNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA 


The  scheme  for  the  voluntary  immunisation  of  all  children  resident 
in  the  Chester  and  Tarvin  Rural  Districts  between  the  ages  of  1  and  15 
years  has  continued  to  operate  during  the  year. 

The  scheme  has  received  the  wholehearted  co-operation  of  private 
doctors  and  has  been  appreciated  by  the  majority  of  parents.

Since  January  1939  a  grand  total  of  924  children  have  been 
immunised  in  the  Chester  Rural  District,  and  a  grand  total  of  1926  in 
the  Tarvin  Rural  District. 

It  is  again  necessary  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  a 
small  percentage  of  cases,  the  immunisation  is  apparently  ineffective 
in  so  far  as  a  small  percentage  of  children  subsequently  suffer  from 
Diphtheria  in  a  modified  and  milder  form. 

The  serum  recommended  for  use  is  A.  P.  T.  (Alum  Precipated  Toxoid) 
in  2  injections,  with  a  minimum  of  2  weeks  between  each  injection.

General  Provision  of  Health  Services 


( a )  Laboratory  facilities . 

The  services  of  the  Pathological  Department,  Chester  Royal 
Infirmary,  are  utilised  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations. 

(b)  Ambulance  facilities . 

Infectious  diseases  are  removed  to  Clatterbridge  Isolation 
Hospital  under  the  control  of  the  Wirral  Joint  Hospital  Board,  by  the 
Hospital  Ambulances. 

Accident  and  sick  cases  are  dealt  with  by  tho  Chester  City 
Ambulances . 

Other  cases  of  sickness  arc  removed  to  tho  County  General 
Hospital,  Clatterbridge,  by  ambulances  attached  to  the  Hospital. 

( c )  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Home  Nursing  in  the  Rural  District  is  undertaken  at  present  in 
all  cases  by  arrangement  v;ith  the  Chester  Nursing  Association. 
Negotiations  are  complete  and  have  secured  a  comprehensive  scheme  of 
home  nursing  throughout  the  District. 

(d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics ,  including  Clinics  solely  for 
diagnosis  or  consultation. 

The  County  Council  Clinics  are  available ' for  residents  in  the 
area  at;- 

(a)  Hoole  -  Ante-Natal  and  Child  ’Velfare. 

(b)  Chester  -  Orthopaedic  and  Tuberculosis. 

There  is  also  Dodleston  Home  -  instituted  by  the  Chester  Rural 
District  Council  as  a  "Sick  Bay"  for  Evacuee  children. 

(e)  Hospitals ;  Public  and  Voluntary. 

The  County  General  Hospital  at  Clatterbridge  is  available  for 
residents  in  the  rural  district. 

Large  voluntary  and  special  hospitals  are  also  accessible  in 
Chester  and  Liverpool  respectively.

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SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 


Water*  The  v/hole  of  the  District  comprising  50  parishes  has  now  a 
piped  supply  available,  with  the  exception  of  the  Parish  of  Claverton 
which  is  without  any  dwellings,  and  the  Brown  Heath  portion  of  the 
Parish  of  Christleton,  but  here  plenty  of  water  of  a  satisfactory 
standard  is  available  from  v;ells .  It  is,  hov/ever,  hoped  that  on 
cessation  of  hostilities  a  piped  supply  will  bo  made  available. 

The  undertakers  supplying  tho  District  are  the  West  Choshlro  Water 
Board,  the  Chester  Waterworks  Company,  tho  Wrexiiam  and  East  Denbighshire 
Water  Company,  in  addition  to  yom*  own  borehole  at  Plomstall, 

Throughout  the  year  the  supply  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained, 
except  in  the  Parish  of  Eccleston,  and  periodic  samples  that  have  been 
taken  for  Chemical  Analysis  show  the  various  supplies  to  be  of  a 
satisfactory  quality* 

Tho  hardness  of  the  water  from  the  Council’s  borehole  at  Plemstall 
is  showing  itself  in  a  more  aggravated  manner  and  expense  has  been 
caused  to  Council’s  and  private  properties  duo  to  tho  abnormal  furring 
up  of  pipes  in  tho  hot  viratcr  systems.  It  is  regretted  that  tho 
Ministry  of  Health  cannot  see  their  way  to  allovi;  tho  Scheme  for  soften¬ 
ing  the  water  at  its  source  of  production  to  proceed. 

The  number  of  connections  made  to  tho  Council’s  mains  during  the 
year  is  27. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage , 

Littleton*  Tho  sewerage  scheme  for  this  parish  is  now  completed  and 
the  Tarvin  Road  Section  and  Pumping  House  are  in  use. 

Great  Bought on.  With  the  consequent  absorption  of  man-power  into  The 

Armed  Forces  and  work  of  National  Importance,  the  question  of  the 
sewerage  scheme  for  the  Pipers  Ash  area  of  Gt.  Boughton  has  been 
aggravated  duo  to  the  fact  that  tho  Contractors  are  unable  to  attend 
to  the  emptying  of  tho  Cesspools  and  pail  closets  with  the  regularity  they 
demand,  but  attempts  aro  afoot  to  secure  another  Contractor  for  tho 
work.  Owing  to  the  importance  of  this  service  and  the  consequent 
danger  to  public  health  it  is  to  be  deplored  that  the  sewerage  scheme 
for  this  area  cannot  be  proceeded  with. 

It  is  hoped  that  when  hostilities  cease,  schemes  of  this  nature 
now  waiting  to  be  executod  in  other  parishes  will  be  allowed  to  proceed 
without  undue  delay  and  form  one  of  the  means  for  the  absorption  of 
man-power  released  from  the  Forces  and  elsewhere,  and  thus  help  in  some 
small  way  to  relieve  labour  congestion  and  prevent  a  recurrence  of 
1914-1918  post  war  labour  problems. 

Rivers  and  Streams .  Stops  have  been  taken  to  prevent  the  pollution  of 
certain  streams  in  the  district,  and  tho  River  Gowey  has  boon  cleansed 
by  the  Rivers  Catchment  Board. 

Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage*  Those  two  services,  both  of  which  aro 
undoubtedly  of  National  Importance,  aro  carried  out  by  Direct  Labour, 
Hired  Lorry  and  Labour,  and  in  one  instance  by  Contract.  During  tho 
year  the  Contractor  for  the  Parish  of  Great  Saughall  found  it  necessary 
to  ask  to  be  relieved  of  his  Contract  owing  to  shortage  of  labour  and 
increased  demands  on  his  available  labour  due  to  the  ploughing  up  of 
additional  land,  and  so  the  Contract  v/as  passed  to  the  hired  lorry.

The  refuse  is  deposited  on  tips  at  Upton,  Great  Boulton  and 
Christleton,  all  of  which  are  controlled. 

3  A  L  V  AG  E.  The  collection  of  Salvage  has  meant  an  increase  of 
time  in  the  various  parishes  which  caused  the  consequent  reorganisation 
of  collections  from  the  various  parishes.  The  Waste  Paper  is  collected 
in  a  Trailer  attached  to  the  Council’s  Refuse  Lorry,  whilst  an 
auxiliary  van  is  employed  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  Waste  Paper 
from  the  various  schools  in  the  district.  Waste  Paper  and  Books  are 
disposed  of  through  Messrs.  Bowater  &  Lloyds  (Salas)  Ltd.,  at  Ellesmere 
Port  • 


Rags,  Bonos,  are  collected  in  separate  sacks  attached  to  the 
Refuse  Lorry,  whilst  tins  are  sorted  at  the  Tips  and,  when  possible 
flattened  by  roller  and  disposed  of  through  the  instructions  of  the 
Ministry  of  Works  and  Buildings,  together  with  other  light  scrap  and 
galvanised  metals. 

Owing  to  the  difficulty  in  seciu’ing  a  suitable  roller  for 
flattening  tins  a  largo  accumulation  is  awaiting  disposal  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  whilst  8-tons  v/ere  disposed  of. 

Heavy  Scrap  is,  apparently,  almost  exhausted  as  the  Village 
Dumps  contain  mostly  tins  and  li^t  scrap,  but  whore  it  has  been  made 
available  arrangements,  have  been  made  with  Messrs.  Dobbins  of  Chester, 
who  remove  on  receipt  of  instructions  from  the  Cleansing  Department.

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs.  It  has  not  been  necessary  for  action  to  be 
taken  to  rid  any  premises  of  bed  bugs  during  the  past  twelve  months.

Dodleston  Home.  The  Sick  Bay  at  Dodleston  for  the  treatment  of 
minor  ailments  among  child  evacuees  was  very  active  during  the  year 
due  to  two  large  scale  evacuations  into  the  neighbouring  districts. 

The  total  number  of  cases  treated  during  the  year  was  118  of 
which  98  were  scabies,  19  v/ere  impetigo  and  1  incontinence.  The

The  average  duration  of  stay  in  the  Sick  Bay  v/as  33  days  per 
patient.

OBSERVATIONS 


The  position  is,  on  the  whole,  somewhat  better, 
nevertheless,  one  very  heavily  watered  milk  sample  was  taken, 
this  contained  practically  A0%  of  extraneous  water.  At  the 
subsequent  hearing  the  defendant  had  to  pay  the  comparatively 
light  fine  of  £5.  plus  £1.  Is.  Od.  costs.  The  remaining 
non-standard  milk  was  10^  deficient  in  fat,  and  in  this  case 
the  seller  was  cautioned.  The  only  other  sample  reported 
against  was  a  bottle  of  tincture  of  iodine  which  was  found  to 
be  10.6^  deficient  in  Iodine.  On  investigation  it  transpired 
that  the  bottle  had  apparently  been  in  the  shop  for  a  con¬ 
siderable  time  -  the  manufacturers  were,  however,  cautioned.

GOV^KNMT^IT  EVACUATION 


During  the  year  there  were  two  large  scale  evacuations  into  the 
district,  viz.  in  January  and  May,  In  January  1,010  children  arrived, 
and  in  May  another  2,600  were  received. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  a  large  number  of  children  had  returned 
home,  and  a  total  of  2,577  ovacueos  romainod  in  the  district  on  31st 
December,  1941. 

As  a  number  of  the  childron  wore  last  minute  arrivals  and  had  not 
been  medically  examined  before  leaving  their  home  town,  the  problem  of 
Infestation  with  lice,  scabios,  impetigo,  etc,-,  was  for  somo  weeks  an 
acute  one,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  all  were  medically  examined  at 
their  detraining  station  in  this  district,  which  undoubtedly  did  much 
to  control  the  spread  of  these  infestations. 

Much  valuable  volijintary  work  was  performed  by  ladies  and  gentlemen 
in  the  district  in  finding  billets  and  settling  the  children  comfortably 
in  the  district;  and  officials  worked  tirelessly  in  helping  the  success 
of  these  arrangements. 

Fortunately,  hostel  accommodation  for  about  50  children  was  already 
provided  at  The  Beeches,  Malpas,  which  was  opened  in  January  and  was 
actively  employed  for  many  weeks  in  dealing  with  children  unsuitable 
for  billeting. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  317  childron  wore  admitted  to  this 
Hostel;  details  of  the  conditions  dealt  with  at  the  Hostel  are  given 
below;-

A  few  minor  ai.lments  developed  among  the  children  being  treated, 
including  cases  of  CVilcken  Pox  (9),  Mumps  (5),  Moaslos  (7),  ^Mhooping 
Cough  (3),  Ringvjorm  (2),  but  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  no  cases 
of  the  more  serious  infectious  diseases  such  as  Diphtheria  or  Scarlet 
Fever,  occurred. 

Of  the  children  admitted  to  the  Hostel,  67  received  dental  treat¬ 
ment,  and  20  children  received  special  treatment  at  the  Chester  Royal 
Infirmary,  including  7  tonsil  operations.  Seven  children  had  eye 
tests  and  were  provided  with  glasses. 

As  will  be  seen  above,  this  hostel  performed  invaluable  services 
for  Evacuees  in  the  district,  under  the  able  guidance  of  the  Matron, 
Miss  Southern,  assisted  by  her  staff  and  members  of  the  Women’s 
Volmtary  Services. 

The  problem  of  scabies  was  more  formidable,  and  as  the  Rural 
District  Council  had  no  suitable  Sick  Bay  for  this  purpose.  Sick  Bays 
in  neighbouring  districts  were  utilised  to  the  full. 

Helpful  and  accommodating  as  they  wore,  they  wore  unable  to  deal 
with  all  the  cases  occurring  in  the  district.  It  became  necessary  to 
make  arrangements,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  for 
the  establishment  of  a  Sick  Bay  in  the  district  to  meet  the  problem  of 
scabies,  impetigo  and  minor  ailments  generally.  Towards  the  latter 
part  of  the  year,  Strctton  Hall,  near  Malpas,  with  accommodation  for 
30  children,,  was  requisitioned  for  this  purpose,  and  though  iiot  opened 
in  1941,  was  being  prepared  for  opening  in  the  early  part  of  1942.

SANITARY  CIRCUMoTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 


There  is  a  piped  supply  to  the  parishes  of:-  Ashton,  Mouldsworth, 
Kelsall,  Tarvin,  Tilstone  Pearnall,  Tiverton,  Beeston,  Broxton, 
Buj’wardsley,  Farndon,  Churton,  Carden,  part  of  Glutton,  Coddington, 
Alders ey,  part  of  V/averton,  Willington,  Bickley,  Hampton,  Malpas  and 
Tattenhall, 

The  laying  of  mains  throughout  the  built-up  portion  of  Tattenhall 
was  completed  during  the  year,  and  the  following  fresh  connections 
to  the  main  were  made  during  the  year;-  , 

Beeston  2,  Broxton  3,  Burwardsley  2,  Hampton  6,  Kelsall  1,  Tarvin  6, 
Tattenhall  50. 

Several  samples  were  taken  from  piped  supplies  and  from  wells  for 
both  Bacteriological  and  Chemical  examination.  The  piped  supplies 
wore  uniformly  good,  but  many  of  the  wells  showed  evidence  of  pollution. 

The  whole  of  the  district,  not  already  so  provided,  is  in  urgent 
need  of  an  adequate  and  wholesome  water  supply,  in  particular  the 
parishes  of  Bruen  Stapleford,  Caldecott,  Clotton  Hoofiold,  Crowe-by 
Farndon,  Duddon,  Foulk  Stapleford,  Golborne  David,  Handley,  Huxley, 
Newton-by-Tattenhall,  Shocklach  Church,  Shocklach  Oviatt,  Tils ton, 
part  of  Waverton,  Cuddington,  Threapwood  and  Tushingham.' 

(2)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEA^ERAGE. 

A  new  sewer  and  sev/age  disposal  works  for  the  township  of 
Tattenhall  was  completed  during  the  year  1939,  and  the  full  benefit  of 
the  scheme  will  begin  to  be  felt  now  the  piped  water  supply  is  availablf 
which  v/111  enable  premises  to  be  drained  to  the  sower,  and  closet 
conversions  to  the  water  carriage  system  to  be  carried  out. 

Similar  schemes  were  in  hand  for  the  parishes  of  Ashton, 
Mouldsworth,  Kelsall,  Tarvin,  Churton,  F’arndon,  and  Waverton,  but  the 
outbreak  of  hostilities  has  meant  the  postponement  of  those  highly 
desirable  improvements. 

(3)  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

Instances  of  pollution  of  streams  or  watercourses  continue  to  be 
discovered  by,  or  brought  to  the  notice  of,  the  Health  Department. 
Improvement  is  being  effected  by  careful  attention  to  the  drainage 
arrangements  of  all  now  promises  erected,  and  to  all  schemes  of  re- 
drainage  or  reconditioning. 

A  number  of  Individual  cases  of  pollution  by  drainage  wore  dealt 
with  satisfactorily,  in  the  more  populated  parts  of  the  district,  by 
the  installation  of  public  sowers  and  sewerage  works.

(2)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  and  Salvage  Collection 

Tne  regular  and  efficient  collection  of  salvage  materials 
throughout  a  district  as  large  as  the  Tarvin  Rural  District  with  its 
widely  scattered  population  presents  a  difficult  problem. 
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It  was  found  impracticable  to  separate  Refuse  and  Salvage 
collection  services,  it  being  more  economical,  owing  to  the  distances 
covered,  to  combine  the  collections. 

The  Council,  in  the  year  1940,  had  terminated  all  local  contracts 
for  house  refuse  collection,  and  had  purchased  a  specially  designed 
vehicle  in  order  to  carry  out  this  service  by  direct  labour. 

In  order  that  regular  fortnightly  collections  of  salvage  materials 
could  be  carried  out  throughout  the  69  parishes  of  the  Rural  District, 
it  was  found  necessary  to  supplement  the  use  of  the  Council’s  single 
vehicle  by  the  emplo;7ment  of  a  contractor  in  24  parishes  in  the  Malpas 
area. 


A  summary  of  the  extra  expenditure  incurred  by  the  Council  during 
the  year  in  carrying  out  salvage  collections  with  the  income  derived 
from  sales  of  salvage  materials,  will  be  of  interest.

A  large  number  of  farms  where  milk  is  produced  fall  a  long  way 
short  of  modem  standards,  and  the  inducement  of  the  Accredited  Milk 
scheme  having  apparently  failed,  the  more  drastic  steps  of  action 
un.dor  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Orders  will  have  to  be  taken  to  effect  the 
necessary  improvements  in  premises,  drainage,  water  supply,  etc. 

Moat  and  Food  Inspection 

^O^iving  to  the  continuance  of  the  Government  control  of  slaughtering, 
no  killing  of  animals  for  human  consumption  being  permitted  except  at 
the  official  control  slaughterhouse,  no  slaughterhouse  licences  were 
granted  during  the  year. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  efficient  meat  inspection,  the 
centralisation  of  slaughtering  enables  the  Council's  Meat  Inspectors 
to  carry  out  lOO^  inspection  without  difficulty,  v/hereas  formerly, 
with  the  large  number  of  private  slaughterhouses  which  existed, 
scattered  throughout  the  district,  the  task  was  impossible.  Prom  the 
public  health  standpoint,  therefore,  the  continuance  of  centralised 
slaughtering  after  the  present  emergency,  is  much  to  be  desired. 

Licences  to  slaughter  animals  wore  granted  to  12  employees  at  the 
Central  Slaughterhouse. 

A  licence  in  respect  of  Knacker’s  Yard  premises  v/as  renewed.  No 
complaints  regarding  these  premises  were  received  during  the  year;  the 
extensive  modernising  and  reconditioning  carried  out  during  the  previous 
year  at  the  request  of  the  Council,  having  had  good  results.

OBSERVATIONS 

It  will  he  seal  that  an  exceptionally  large  n''jmber  of  milk  samples 
were  either  adulterated  with  added  water  or  were  ccherwise  deficient  in 
fat  and/or  non- fatty  solids.  At  least  one-third  of  the  non-standard 
samples  were  "appeal  to  cow"  samples  and  therefore  in  these  cases  an^/' 
deficiency  is  obviously  due  to  an  abnormal  condition  of  the  cow.  At 
the  same  time,  eight  samples  contained  quantities  of  extraneous  water, 
which,  however  small,  should  have  never  been  allowed  to  enter  the  milk; 
in  four  of  those  instances  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  and  the 
results  are  shovm.  on  the  above  list.
